the channel sbould again be narrowed either 
by piles or a gystem of small breakwaters. 


This, wo believe, is the ‘direction in which 
the remedy must be looked for. If any 
permanent improvement is to be effect. 
od it must be by works calculated to make the- 
river do its own scouring, for experience has 
fully shown the futility of dredging.
